_ Oconto, Wis., Sept. 24.—This city and 
vicinity was visited by a terrible wind 
storm and rain Sunday night at 7:30 
o’clock. 
Whole trees were uprooted 
and the ground 
was 
covered 
with 
broken limbs. 
Nearly every lumber 
pile was scattered and several piles in 
the Holt Lumber company’s yard, that 
had been piled thirty-five feet high, 
were blown over. A great many win­ 
dows were blown in, and the iron roof 
to the Donelvy block was blown off and 
a deluge of rain poured on the inmates 
below. 
Reports of the damage from 
the country came in slowly, but there 
was a large amount of property de­ 
stroyed. This has been the most se­ 
vere cyclone since 1871, when Pensau­ 
kee was destroyed.

3Ioved from Foundations. 
Trempealeau, Wis., Sept. 24.— The 
atmospheric conditions the past few 
days came to a windup Sunday after­ 
noon when a terrific storm passed over 
the city accompanied by rain and sleet. 
Buildings were moved on their founda­ 
tions, roofs blown off, barns, trees and 
chimneys blown down, window lights 
broken, shutters and signs scattered 
like pipe stems, and all but one down 
along the tracks of the Burlington rail­ 
way. Numerous 
washouts occurred. 
The damage in this vicinity will go up 
in the thousands, but no lives are re­ 
ported lost.

Town Almost Demolished. 
Eau Claire, Wis., Sept. 24.—Word has 
been received of a tornado Saturday 
afternoon in the town of Clear Creek, 
this county. It cut 
a narrow path 
through the town. Following is a par­ 
tial list of the damage done: 
David 
Savarer’s house and barn torn to pieces, 
George Jackson’s barn 
gone, 
Israel 
Quin’s house partly destroyed, several 
other houses, 
many haystacks, out­ 
buildings and fences torn down. 


Reports of Damage. 
La Crosse, Wris., Sept. 24.—Reports 
received from throughout the county 
show 
that Sunday’s windstorm was 
very destructive. Damage will aggregate 
not less than 
$1,500. 
Many 
houses 
were unroofed and porches swept away. 
Trees, innumerable ranging up to two 
feet in diameter, were broken down. 
Not less than $300 damage was done at 
the interstate fair grounds. 


Cornfields Leveled. 
Waupaca, Wis., Sept. 24.—A thunder 
storm accompanied by high winds and 
heavy rain passed over this region Sun­ 
day night. Cornfields and exposed 
grain stacks were laid low. A dry cold 
wave followed, and the roads and fields 
are dry. 


New York, Sept. 24.—News of a bat­ 
tle, in wrhich the Spanish were defeat­ 
ed by the Cubans and lost 300 men, was 
received yesterday by President Palma. 
It came in a letter written Sept. 14 by 
Pedro Rovira, a Spanish private who 
deserted to the Cuban ranks at Pera 
Lego when Campos wras defeated. 
In a later engagement Rovira was 
captured by the Spanish, court-mar­ 
tialed 
and sentenced 
to receive 400 
lashes and to be shot. 
The sentence 
was carried out while Rovira was shout­ 
ing for Cuban liberty. The Spaniards 
were greatly incensed against him, as 
he had killed three of their men before 
being captured. 
The letter says that all Santiago, 
where the execution took place, wa3 
incensed against the 
Spaniards, and 
then goes on 
to describe the hard- 
fought battle: 
“A man who was sick in a hospital 
at Casimbra escaped to Guantanin in 
August, and told the Spaniards that 
Gen. Jose Maceo was sick in the Cas­ 
imbra hospital and had only thirty men 
with him. On Aug. 30 Maceo heard that 
1,200 men, one battalion corps and a 
squadron of cavalry with two pieces of 
artillery were marching on him. Maceo 
mounted his horse and from the moun­ 
tains of Santa Maria viewed the ene­ 
my’s position. He ordered eight of his 
men to keep up firing from ambuscade 
to deceive the Spanish, and meanwhile 
had word sent to his brother, Gen. An­ 
tonio Maceo. 
“On Aug. 31, the Spaniards captured 
Francis, and Gen. Jose Maceo fortified 
his few men in a plantation house near 
the hospital. He wished to guard tho 
right side of the road leading to Bac- 
calano, which skirted the hospital. The 
Spanish were slowly closing in on him 
when Gen. Cebreco and a Cuban col­ 
umn came to his relief and made the 
enemy evacuate their position. 
“A hot engagement followed, in which 
the Spanish regained their position, 
but were unable to hold it long, as 
General Antonio Maceo suddenly ap­ 
peared on the scene, and, with Cebreco 
and Colonel Mieuninit, succeeded 
in 
wresting it from Canalle and Garrilo, 
who commanded the Spanish. The 
Spanish now made a brilliant charge 
and for the third time managed to se­ 
cure the position, but in the engage­ 
ment the Spanish captain of artillery 
was mortally wounded, and they slowly 
withdrew, the Cubans fighting them 
back.” 
This battle lasted from 5 o’clock a. rn. 
to I o’clock p. rn. It was resumed in 
the early afternoon, however, and is 
described as follows: 
“General Antonio 
Maceo cleverly 
turned the Spanish column and gained 
the pass of Baccano. He then massed 
his troops before the Spanish vanguard, 
while General Jose Maceo got the men 
in the rear. A very desperate encoun­ 
ter ensued. 
It raged until 9 o’clock 
at night, when it was discontinued un­ 
til the dawn of the next day—Septem­ 
ber I. The Spanish then commenced 
the retreat until they reached the Igu- 
banabano field, where they were able 
to use their cavalry, which was impos­ 
sible on the mountains of Santa Maria. 
They did not gain any advantage, how­ 
ever, and after burning their provisions 
they continued to retreat to Mountanin, 
which place they entered in scattered 
groups.” 
The Cubans had no cavalry, but made

Tampa, Fla., Sept. 24.—Letters re­ 
ceived by prominent Cuban leaders 
here state that on Sept. IO a constitu­ 
tional convention was held at Najasa 
at which Bartolome Masso was elected 
president of the Cuban republic, mar­ 
quis of Santa Lucia minister of the in- 
terio, Tomas Estrada Palma represen­ 
tative of the government in the exter­ 
ior and Maximo 
Gomez 
general-in- 
chief. Masso was born sixty years ago 
at Manzanillo. He is highly connected 
and thoroughly educated. 
He left 
Manzanillo Feb. 24 last, and was con­ 
sidered as the head of the revolution in 
the eastern department. 
When this 
occurred Calleja sent a committee of 
prominent 
autonomists 
and some 
chiefs of the former revolution to dis­ 
suade him, but he was not 
pliable.

Coaling Stations and Brave Sailors 
tarnished for the Fleet. 
New York, Sept. 24.—According to 
the reports current among those inter­ 
ested in Cuban affairs the patriots are 
in a fair way to have a navy before the 
first of the year. 
It is positively asserted by those who 
claim to be conversant with the facts 
that Cuba will have the rights of be- 
ligerency accorded her by Mexico and 
several South American republics be­ 
fore a month has passed. 
Facilities 
for coaling stations will be provided for 
the patriot navy and for all vessels sail­ 
ing under letters of marque issued by 
the officials of the republic of Cuba. 
There will be several of the latter which 
will be manned by naval men from dif­ 
ferent countries and there are many ap­ 
plications on file at Cuban headquar­ 
ters here for positions in the fleet.

Caban Revolutionists Threaten the City 
of Havana. 
Chicago, Sept. 24.—Dispatches from 
Havana to the Chicago Tribune say: 
Armed parties of revolutionists are 
already in the province of Matanzas 
and actually within seventy-five miles 
of the city of Havana. The west end 
of the iland will soon be the scene of 
an uprising. When this fact develops 
the formidable nature of the revolution 
will become apparent. 
With armed 
forces on both sides of Havana it would 
require not 80,000 but 500,000 Spanish 
troops to keep the revolutionists in 
check. 
Martinez Campos is at once hiding 
the truth of defeat and disaster and 
creating a belief in the immense power 
of his troops. Too much truth leaked 
out when he was so badly defeated at 
Peralejo and retreated to Bayamo. 
For ten days the publication of war 
news was forbidden, and then allowed 
only under military censorship.

der censorship that

now 
counted as a glorious Spanish victory. 
The fact is positive that he came with 
in an ace of being captured. Official 
accounts give his force at 1,500 and the 
insurgents at 5,000, but 
credible re­ 
ports say the rebels bad only 850. It 
is safe to say that the rebels have 
25,000 men under arms at the present

1BLK1AS, 
uaiuee 
a n d 
Gennesaret 
were three names 
for the same lake. 
It lay in a scene 
of great luxuriance. 
The 
surrounding 
hills, high, terraced, 
sloping, g o r g e d , 
were so many hang­ 
ing gardensofbeau- 
■ ty. 
The 
streams 
rumbled down through rocks of grey 
lime stone, and flashing from the hill­ 
side, bounded to 
the sea. In the time 
of our Lord the valleys, headlands, and 
ridges were covered thickly with vege­ 
tation, and, so great was the variety of 
climate, that the palm tree of the torrid 
and the walnut tree of rigorous climate 
were only a little way apart. Men in 
vineyards and olive gardens were gath­ 
ering up the riches for the oil-press. 
The hills and valleys were starred and 
crimsoned with flowers, from which 
Christ took his text, and the disciples 
learned lessons of patience and trust. 
It seemed as if God had dashed a wave 
of beauty on all the scene until it hung 
dripping from the rocks, the hills, the 
oleanders. On the back of the Lebanon 
range the glory of the earthly scene 
was carried up as if to set it in range 
w ith the hills of heaven. 
No other gem ever had so exquisite 
a setting as beautiful Gennesaret. The 
waters were clear and sweet, and thick­ 
ly 
inhabited, 
tempting innumerable 
nets,and affording a livelihood for great 
populations. 
Bethsaida, Chorazin and 
Capernaum stood on the bank, roaring 
with wheels of traffic and flashing with 
splendid equipages, and shooting their 
vessels across the lake, bringing mer­ 
chandise for Damascus 
and 
passing 
great cargoes of wealthy product. Pleas­ 
ure boats of 
Roman 
gentlemen, and 
fishing smacks of the country people 
who had come down to cast a net there, 
passed each other with nod and shout 
and welcome, or side by side swung 
idly at the mooring. 
Palace and lux 
uriant bath and vineyard, tower and 
shadowy arbor, looked off 
from the 
calm, sweet scene as the evening shad­ 
ows began to drop, and Hermon, with 
its head covered with perpetual snow, 
in the glow of the setting sun looked 
like a white-bearded prophet ready to 
ascend in a chariot of fire. 
I think 
we shall have a quiet night! Not a leaf 
winks in the air, or a ripple disturbs 
the surface of Gennesaret. The shad­ 
ows of the great headlands stalk clear 
across the water. The voices of cven- 
ing-tide, how drowsily they strike the 
ear—the splash of the boatman’s oar, 
and the thumping of the captured fish 
on the boat’s bottom, and those inde­ 
scribable sounds which fill the air at 
nightfall. 
You hasten up the beach 
of the lake a little wray, and there 
you find an 
excitement as of an em­ 
barkation. 
A flotilla is pushing out 
from the western shore of the lake— 
not a squadron with deadly armament 
not a clipper to ply with valuable mer 
chandise; not piratic vessels with grap- 
pling-hook, to hug to death whatever 
they could seize, but a flotilla laden 
with messengers of light, and mercy 
and peace. Jesus is in the front ship 
his friends and admirers are in 
the 
small boats following after. Christ, by 
the rocking of the boat and the fatigues 
of the preaching exercises of the day, 
is induced to slumber, and I see him 
in the stern of the boat, with a pillow 
perhaps extemporized out of a fisher­ 
m an’s coat, sound asleep. The breezes 
of the lake run their fingers through 
the locks of the worn-out sleeper, and 
on its surface there riseth and falleth 
the light ship, like a child on the bosom 
of its sleeping mother! 
Calm night. 
Starry night. Beautiful night. Run up 
all the sails, and ply all the oars, and 
let the boats—the big boat and the 
small boats — go gliding over gentle 
Gennesaret. 
The sailors prophesy a change in the 
weather. 
Clouds begin to travel up the ] 
sky and congregate. 
After a while, J 
even the passengers hear the moan of j 
the storm, which comes on with rapid ! 
strides, and with all 
the 
terrors of ' 
hurricane 
and 
darkness. 
The 
boat, 1 
caught in the sudden fury, trembles 
like 
a 
deer 
at 
bay, amid the wild 
clangor of the hounds. Great patches 
of foam are flung through the air. The 
loosened sails, flapping in the wind, 
crack like pistols. 
The small boats 
poised on the white cliff of the driven 
sea tremble like 
ocean 
petrels, and 
then plunge into the trough with ter­ 
rific swoop until a wave strikes them 
with thunder-crack, and overboard go 
the 
cordage, the 
tackling, and 
the 
masts, and the drenched disciples rush 
into the stern of the boat, and shout 
amid the hurricane, 
“Master, carest 
thou net that we perish?” 
That great 
Personage 
lifted his 
head 
from the 
fisherman’s coat, and walked out to the 
prow’ of the vessel, and looked upon the 
storm. 
On all sides were the 
small 
boats tossing in helplessness, and from 
them came the cries of drowning men. 
By the flash of lightning I see the calm­ 
ness of the uncovered browr of Jesus, 
and the spray of the sea dripping from 
his head. 
He has two words of com­ 
mand—one for the wind, the other for j 
the sea. He looks into the tempestuous j 
heavens, and he cries, “Peace!” 
and j 
then he looks down into the infuriate • 
waters, and lie says, “Be still!” 
The 
thunders beat a retreat. The waves fall 
fiat on their faces. 
The extinguished 
stars rekindle their torches. The foam 
melts. The storm is dead. 
And while j 
the 
crew are untangling the cordage j 
and the cables, and baling out the water t 


from the hold of the ship, the disciples 
stand wonder-struck, now gazing into 
the calm sky, now gazing into the calm 
sea, now gazing into the calm face of 
Jesus, and whispering one to another, 
“W hat manner of man i3 this, that 
even the winds and the sea obey him ?” 
I learn, first, from tnis subject that 
when you are going to take a voyage 
of any kind you ought to have Christ 
in the ship. 
The fact is, that these 
boats would have all gone to the bot­ 
tom if Christ had not been there. Now, 
you are about to voyage out into some 
new enterprise—into some new busi­ 
ness relation; you are going to plan 
some great matter of profit. I hope it

is so. 
If you are content to go along 
in the treadmill course and plan noth­ 
ing new, you are not fulfilling your 
mission. W hat you can do by the ut­ 
most tension of body, mind, and soul, 
that you are bound to do. 
Yon have 
no right to be colonel of a regiment if 
God calls you to command an army. 
You have no right to be stoker in a 
steamer if God commands you to be 
admiral of the navy. You have no right 
to engineer a ferry-boat from 
river 
bank to river bank if God commands 
you to en g in eer^ Cunarder from New 
York to Liverpool. 
But whatever en­ 
terprise you undertake, and upon what­ 
ever voyage you start, be sure to take 
Christ in the ship. Here are men large­ 
ly prospered. The seed of a small en­ 
terprise grew into an accumulated and 
overshadowing success. 
Their cup of 
prosperity is running over. Every day 
sees a commercial or a mechanical tri­ 
umph. 
Yet they are not puffed up. 
They acknowledge the God who grows 
the harvests, and gives them all their 
prosperity. When disaster comes that 
destroys others, they are only helped 
into higher experiences. 
The coldest 
winds that ever blew down from snow­ 
capped Hermon and tossed Gennesaret 
into foam and agony could not hurt 
them. 
L,et the winds blow until they 
crack their cheeks; let the 
breakers 
boom—all is well, Christ is in the ship. 
Here are other men, the prey of uncer­ 
tainties. When they succeed, they strut 
through the world in great vanity, and 
wipe their feet on the sensitiveness of 
others. 
Disaster comes, and they are 
utterly down. They are good sailors on 
a fair day, when the sky is clear and 
the sea is smooth; but they cannot out­ 
ride a storm. After awhile the packet 
is tossed abeam’s end, and it seems as 
if she must go down with all the cargo. 
Push out from the shore with lifeboat, 
long-boat, shallop, and pinnace. 
You 
cannot save the crew#. The storm twists 
off the masts. The sea rises up to take 
down the vessel. 
Down she goes! No 
Christ in that ship.

C i t is tru e th a t the^e is a vast am ount of diffi­ 
cu lty in eollectirg legitim ate duties on dress 
poods, and by fraudulent invoices Im porters 
anay bring in a vast am ount of goods w hich can 
he sold a t a profit a t prices already nam ed for 
th e spring season. 
O nly last w eek one invoice of 6,0C0 pieces of 
•tre ss goods was obliged to pay duties on such 
in creased valuations 
th a t th e im porter ac­ 
know ledged be w as obliged to pocket a loss. 
A n o th e r lot of 250 pieces w as raised 90 percent, 
ab o v e invoiced value, an d th e good w ork has 
o n ly com m enced. 
In another column it t^ ls of many 
m ills shut down and of tw o ex-super­ 
in ten d en ts driving street cars to sup­ 
p o rt their families, while hosts of men 
and women are out of w ork entirely.

Mr. Zider was born in Germany, 
re a r the city of Hanover, on June 23, 
3 817, which would make him seventy- 
eight years of age. His mother died in 
1831 and in I S3? he, with his father, 
George Zader, and Dis brother, John, 
came to America. 
After landing they 
w ent direct to 
Rocherter, N. Y., 
where John died 1887. 
The father, 
George Zader, went to 
Meadville, 
Penn., where he also died some years 
later. 
Henry located in Spencerport, 
N. Y., and remained there until 1844, 
when he came west. 
In the old 


country Mr. Zader learned the trade 
of a weaver, but when he came to 
America 
he 
became 
a 
farmer, 
which 
occupation 
he 
has 
fol­ 
lowed 
ever 
since. 
For 
th !rty- 
six years be cultivated his 
farm 
in the town of La Prairie, and in ad­ 
dition to this fine piece of property, 
he owned a farm in the town of Rock 
as well as his residence on Milton av­ 
enue, in which be has resided since 
1878, when he retired. 
He has been 
one of the successful men of Rock 
county and was a most worthy and 
estimable citizen. 
■Grandfather Was 
a Patriot. 
The name of the family was origin­ 
ally spelled Soeder, and with the ex­ 
ception of Henry all the members of 
the family retained that spelling, Mr. 
Zader, however, wishing to spell it as 
pronounced in English, changed it to 
Zader in coming to America. 
His 
grandfather, John Zader, or Soeder, 
was a Hessian, and at the time of the 
revolutionary war he was about to 
be 
drafted into 
the 
army for 
service in 
America 
against the 
colonies. 
Rebelling against such a 
life, he at once left his native place, 
and located near Hanover, in order to 
escape the service against which his 
conscience revolted. 
Mr. Zader had been married four 
times 
His first wife was Miss D&m- 
ins Marvin, who died in New York a 
year after their marriage. 
His second 
wife was Sarah Thatcher, woo came 
west with her husband in 1844, and 
died in 1855. 
He then wedded Mrs. 
Loney Wands, who died in 1868, and 
later was married to Mrs. Clarissa 
Quick, a native of Cayuga couunty, 
N. Y., who came to Wisconsin in 1869. 
By his second marriage, Mr. Zader 
had two souf, Willis B., who lives in 
Janesville, and William L., who locat­ 
ed in California. By the third mar­ 
riage two daughters were born, Eliz- 
obeth. wife of O. C. Hield, and Emma, 
wifa of Henry W. Sykes. 
Mrs. Zader, 
had three children by his first mar 
riage—Ella, wife of F. Adair, of Chi­ 
cago; Martha, wife of Willis H. Zader, 
and Si'&s, whose home is at Pike’s 
Peak, Col.

His Political Belief. 


In his religious belief, Mr. Zader 
was an Adventist, and his wife is a 
member of the Baptist church which 
both attended. Mr. Zader was a great 
student of the bible, and was well in­ 
formed on Ecriptnral teachings. Until 
the last few years, he had been a 
staunch supporter of the republican 
party. 
At that time, having the cour­ 
age of his convictions, on the temper­ 
ance question, Mr. Zader became a 
prohibitionist. 
Mr. Zader was a man universally 
respected, as he had, by his own un­ 
aided efforts, made his way in life, 
and 
amassed 
a 
comfortable 
fortune. 
The 
sturdy 
manhood, 
that, 
coupled 
with 
his 
thrift 
and economy, enabled him to achieve 
the success he wen, inspired the con­ 
fidence and respect of all 
who knew 
him. 
He had resided in Rock county- 
for fifty one years and has seen 
the 
changes wrought since 
territorial 
days.
